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Continuation of 3: The newly added limitation "transforming the data in the first and second tables to corresponding first and second 
discrepencies" requires further search and consideration, since it is a change in the scope of the previously recited claims. 

Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant argues that Andreiko does not teach "entering first crowding/spacing data in first and second tables", 
Examiner respectfully submits that as explained in the previous office action, Andrieko teaches inputting the data and grid lines in col. 13, 
lines 53-68, col. 37, lines 5-18 and Figure 4. As can be seen in Figure 4 that the crowding/spacing, curve of Spee spacing, midline 
spacing and incisor position data is disclosed by Andreiko by letters and coordinates. Since claim 1 is not clear about the size and kind of 
table is to be used to enter data, Andreiko teaches the tables recited by claims 1-44. 
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
